Office workers were just hurrying into the street for their 
noonday meal when a jet of black smoke and flame rose from the 


center of the world’s greatest street of finance. Then came a 


blast. A moment later scores of men, women and ch‘ldren were 
lying, blood-covered, on the pavements. Two minutes later nearly 
all the exchanges had closed, men had turned from barter to an 
errand of mercy—and there was need of it. 

So severe was the explosion that it was heard as far as Forty-second 
street, and the concussion was felt over nearly all of lower New York. 
The windows of the 40 story Equitable Building were shattered as high up 
as the twentieth story. 

The exact time of the explosion was fixed a clocks in thé evb-treas 
ury building. They stopped at 12:01. 

While the police toiled for hours seeking the dead and injured, trained

Blast Comes at Noon Hour. 

The explosion came at atime when the canyons of lower New vols 
were thronged with hustling office-workers intent only in crowding thelr 
way isto lunchrooms near by. 

Those making their way down Wall street from Broadway suddenly 
saw go up In front of them a cone of flame and smoke. It came from the 
very center of Wall and Broad streets between the Morgan Building and 
the Subtreasury. It mounted so high that awnings on the fifth floor of 
many skyscrapers were burned to a cinder. | 

Then there was a roar that was heard far up Manhattan Island and 
hundreds of persons were hurled to the pavements. Cries arose, and on 
Wall street, paved with broken glass, there gushed forth streams of blood 
more fit for aibattlefield than America’s financial center. 

One man was seen to sit up, brush his band over his eyes and 
then topple over dead into the gutter. Near him were found the bodies of 
three women an@ further on more bodies, lying side by side with the car- 
casses of horses. 

Hardly had the roar of the explosion ended when a rush for the financial 
district was made’ from nearby parts of the city. Thousands came out of 
curfosity, but others were inspired by other motives—physicians and nurses 
bent on missions of mercy and police, secret service men and soldiers ordered 
to protect pro y and run down bomb plotters, if bomb plotters there were, 
Police Rope Off District.

The dowhpour of broken glas&. contributed chiefly to the casualties. 
When the explosion occurred the throngs in the streets made a frantic 
effort to escape, fearing a second blast. The wildest hysteria prevailed, 
women fainting and men plunging forward in a precipitous rush to safety. 
Those who were not cut by falling glass were crushed in the stampede. 
Méssenger Finds $42,000 in B onds. 

A ‘Messenger employed by Block, Maloney & Co. found near the scene of 
the explosion $42,000 in negotiable bonds and three $1 bills. The latter 
were scorched. 

Although it was impossible this afternoon to estimate the property 
damage accurately, it was believed that damage to buildings in «he vi-

Fox Again Taken From Steamer 
for Identification in Connec- 
tion With Detroit Casé.

By the Associated Press. 

MONTEVIDEO, Sept. 16. — Mor. 
ris Fox, who was recently arrested 
aboard the British freighter Dry- 
den because of his resemblance to 
Bugene Leroy, alleged to be the per- 
petrator of the Detroit “trunk mur- 
der,” was detained for identification 
yesterday by the Uruguayan police 
when the Dryden arrived from Rio 
Janeiro, The action was at the re- 
quest of the United States authori- 
ties. Fox was arrested Aug. 25 when 
the Dryden arrived at Rio Janeiro. 

The police here, who possess only 
an. inadequate description of Leroy, 
furnished by the American Legation, 
are said to be skeptical that Fox is 
the man wanted, basing their con- 
clusions on preliminary questioning, 
and an examination of documents 
produced by Fox to»show that he Is 
not Leroy. Some. characteristics, 
however, are said to correspond 
with the furnished description. 


Fox, who claims residence in To- 
ronto, shipped aboard the Dryden in 
New York last August as an ordin»ry 
seaman. He explained his ignorai °:e 
of seamanship by sdying that he was 
heavily pressed by debts and wished 
to leave New York, where he had 
been employed as a garment work- 
er. Harry Maflett, British seaman, 
whose piace aboard the Dryden was 
taken by Fox, furnished the New 
York police with information re- 
garding Fox following newspaper 
acoounts of the finding of the sev- 
ered body of Katherine Lou Jackson 
in a trunk in New York, whence it 
had been shipped from Detroit. 
Maflett declared he was impressed 
by the resemblance between a news- 
paper photograph of Leroy, charged 
with the murder, and Fox. Orders 
for the man’s detention were ‘sent 
by Wireless to the Dryden and when 
the vesse] arrived in Rio Janeiro Fox 
was detained for identification in a 
steel cell on the ship.

rhe national convention of the 
Spanish War Veterans, at the Plant- 
ers Hotel, ended last night with the 
election of officers. J. K. Wither- 
spoon of Seattle was elected com- 
mander in chief, and Capt. T. Rosser 
Roemer of St. Louis was elected a 
junior vice commander. 

The 1921 convention will be held 
in St. Paul. 

A downtown parade, yesterday 
afternoon, was the chief public dem- 
onstration of the convention. In this 
parade, the veterans of the war of 
1898 wore the blue and gray unli- 
form of that period, the khaki of 
the Cuban and Philippine cam- 
paigns, the uniform of the world 
war and civilian clothes. 

Men who were privates and ‘“‘non- 
coms” in 1898, and who served as 
commissioned officers in France, or 


at training camps in this country, 20 
years later, appeared in officers’ 


garb. Civil War veterans rode in au- 
tomobiles, and a sign in front of one 
car said that it contained veterans 
of the Mexican War and of Indian 
fighting. 

The Jefferson Barracks Band and 
a detachment of regular army re- 
cruits from the barracks led the 
line of march. 

State delegations, most of them 
with large silken standards, made 
up the line. There was one Mis- 
souri contingent at the front, and 
another near the rear. A body of 
negroes (known as “immune” 
troops in Spanish War days, when 
yellow fever was still

In Jack Lawler, St. Louis Boxer 
Will Face Foe Rated Near 
the Top by Many.

Jack Lawler, about whose boxing 
qualities many good and some dis- 
paraging things have been said, will 
be on trial before a jury of fistic 
fans tonight at the Battery A 
arena, where he is nominated to 
oppose Eddie Vandeventer, Kid 
Bandy, in an eight-round 130-pound 
match. 

Lawler’s ring appearances here 
have been viewed variously by on- 
lookers. Some consider him a com- 
ing champion-——a rushing, dashing, 
furious fighter, with a future in 
front of him.

Whichever view is taken, however, 
that Lawler 
wades in vigorously and plays the 
game with good intentions. He 
ought to have something on Kid 
Bandy in skill, because of his wider 
experience against first-class per- 
formers—the best in his division. He 
will have nothing on the local feath- 
erweight, in courage or in endurance. 

Bandy isa rugged, determined, ag- 
gressive boy. With his broken han 
in shape once more he may be ex- 
pected-to- give a-good account of him- 
self, even though it is generally be- 
lieved he is going out of his class in 
fighting Lawler.
